An Earthquake's Economic Consequences 


T ONDOX'S market view of the incalculable Japam-.-i- 
A-/ disaster is that its economic reactions must b«; seri- 
ous and adversely affect practically all countries. 


It cannot but be so. 
The world has been learning 


something along this line from the great war and it i.- 
still sweating in that hard school. Xo further back than 
the San Francisco earthquake and fire of 190G the mar- 
ket places were little disposed to consider the great de- 
struction of property an absolute loss and setback in the 
human struggle for material well-being. They saw in h 
rather a new stimulus to productive effort and quickened 
employment of labor and growth in prosperity. They 
noted the great outpour of ready insurance money and 
forgot that it was all being withdrawn from producti->n 
elsewhere and otherwise. 


We shall not hear much talk of this kind about the 


great -Japanese affliction or dispute of its bearing as a 
world affliction- 
The war is beating another story into 


the thick human head. 
Either capital or labor or both 


together cannot be destroyed on a large scale without 
serious and farflung economic injury. 
It is an absolute 


loss to the world without any material compensations 
whatever. It has to be made up fully before the world 
can start out again from the old vantage point. Ami all 
countries in debt from the World War 
will not have- 


made up the loss until that debt has been liquidated. 


When civilized mankind has well learned this lesson 


it may make up its mind that unavoidable causes of de- 
struction of life and property are still plenty enough on 
the earth without such deliberately self-created and vast- 
ly more destructive causes of war. 


Where The Money Goes 
T 


KE burden borne by the American taxpayer is not all 


of federal origin. For years our municipal and state 


governments have been indulging in an orgy of spending, 
some of it perhaps wise, much of it unwarranted, that 
has imposed on taxpayers a load of which they are now 
complaining in vain- 


Statistics compiled by the 
Census Bureau 
show- 


where much of our money is going. 
For twenty years 


practically ever}' state in the Union has been increasing 
its expenditures at a rate incommensurate with the 
growth in wealth and population. But it has been since 
the war that state and municipal extravagance has out- 
done its past record. 
The compilations of the Census 


Department are a revelation. They do not yet include 
the increased outlay of all the states, but the figures 
already made public are a fair index of what is going on 
in every state in the union with few exceptions. 


Thus far returns have Tieen tabulated and mado 


public from seven states, scattered about the country, 
towit. Rhode Island, Xew Jersey. 
Kentucky. Illinois. 


Michigan. Minnesota and Wyoming, which are probably 
pretty fairly representative of the whole. 
The compari- 


sons in ail cases are between the years 1918 and 10-J2. 
the former being the final year of the war. when the in- 
flation of prir-e> \\as near the peak. 


Of the seven states Kentucky shows the leas! increase 


oC expenditures and of debt, the former per capita being 
only from ?4.o-"> to ST.73. We say "only" b^iauso that i^ 
a sma4! increase in comparison with others. 
Yet it will 


strike judicious financiers that an increase of practically 
70 percent in fo,;r years is not far from frenzied.
